Gilmer, announcing that by an act of 
the legislature passed in December lust, 
the laws of Georgia took effect upon 
the Cherokees on the 1st ult. 
The 


proclamation recites the statute, the 
first five sections of which we omit, as 
they provide for annexing the Indian 
lands to several counties. 
Theothers, 


with the proclamation, we have deem- 
ed it best to insert, with all their stain 
tory verbiage ; and we pray our read- 
ers to read them. 


A PROCLAMATION. 


GEORGIA.—By bis Excellency George 


R. Gilmer, Governor and Comman- 
der in Chief of the Army and Navy 
of this State, and the Militia thereof. 
Whereas the General Assembly of 


the State of Georgia did, on the 19th 
December, 1829, pass the following act, 
to wit: 


"An Act to add the Territory lying 


within the chartered limits of Georgia, 
and now in the occupancy of the Cher- 
okee Indians, to the counties of Carrol, 
De Kalb, Gwinnett. Hall and Habers- 
ham, and to extend the laws of this 
State over the same, and to annul all 
laws and ordinances made by the Cher- 
okee nation of Indians, and to provide 
for the compensation of officers serv- 
ing legal process in said Territory, and 
to regulate the testimony of Indians, 
and to repeal the 9th section of the act 
of eighteen hundred and twenty eight 
upon this subject. 


SEC. 6. Jlnd be il further enacted. That 


aH the laws, both civil and criminal, of 
this State, be, and the same are hereby 
extended over said portions of territory 
respectively, and all persons whatever, 
residing within the same, shall, after 
the first day of June next, be subject 


liable lo tbe.operation of said Ja%vs, 


the same manner as olher citizens of 


or to molest either the person or pro- 
perty, or to abridge the rights or priv- 
ileges of any Indian for enrolling his 
or her name as an emigrant, or for em- 
igrating, or intending to emigrate from 
said nation.

the Indian people occupying its terri- 
tory under the protection of its laws, 
may be relieved from the oppression to 
which they have been hitherto subject- 
ed, by the laws and customs of their 
tribe, or the arbitrary power of their 
chio-fs, I have thought proper to issue 
this my Proclamation, giving notice to 
all persons thai said recited act is now in 
force,and all Indians and others residing 
within said territory or elsewhere, are 
warned not to violate its enactments; 
and every officer, civil and military, is 
hereby required, and every patriotic 
citizen of the State urged to aid in the 
enforcement thereof, and especially in 
causing the penalties for its violation 
to be certainly inflicted upon each and 
every chief, head man or other Chero- 
kee Indian, or any other person resi- 
ding in said territory, who shall exer- 


adoptcd such a sweeping measure as 
this. 
Without inquiring into the na- 


ture of the Indian laws and usages, 
without attempting to ascertain the'

It is then made a high misdemeanor 


to prevent, or to offer to prevent, by any 
means, any person from emigrating 
from the Indian lands, or enrolling his 
name for the purpose of emigrating, 
and punishable.by confinement at hard 
labor in the state prison, fora term not 
exceeding four years. Equally crimi- 
nal, 
and more severely penal, it'is de- 


clared to be, to prevent, or deter any 
chief, head, or warrior, from selling or 
ceding to the U. States, for the use of 
Georgia, or to prevent, any such chief, 
&c. from attending any council or trea- 
ty, for any purpose whatever. 
For 


these latter offences, the punishment is 
imprisonment in the state prison not 
Ir.ss than four, nor more than six years. 
And what is still more remarkable, the 
legislature of Georgia undertake to 
make it a highly penal offence for au 
Indian to prevent, or offer to prevent, 
his countrymen from meeting in coun- 
cil or treaty, persons appointed by the 
U. States/or any purpose whatever. 


_ By the 15th section, all Indians are 


disqualified as witnesses against any 
white man, except such white man re- 
side within the Indian nation. 


Without enumerating any farther 


the specific provisions of this most ex- 
traordinary legislative act, we refer our 
readers to the summary statement of 
its contents, at the close of Gov. Gil- 
mcr's proclamation above recited.- 
The object of ihe measure most obvi- 
ously is, to force the Indians, by dint 
of oppression, and the severity of pun- 
ishment, to abandon their homes and 
their possessions, to a power more law- 
less, more greedy, more grasping, and 
more unrelenting, than the communi- 
lies of barbarians which inhabit the

(Col. GOLD, of Connecticut) and his 
lady, who were on their return from 
the Cherokee Nation, where they have 
spent the last tight months, on a visit 
to their daughter, who is married to 
E. BOUDIXOT. Editor of the "Cherokee 
Phoenix." 
A great variety of interest- 


ing information relative to those peo- 
ple, was communicated to us—all tend- 
ing to establish the fact, that civiliza- 
tion has made a most unexampled pro- 
gress in the Nation. 
The great body 


of the Cherokees live in comfort, and 
many of them in affluence and splen- 
dor. 
Since Col. G. has been amongst 


them, he has witnessed the clearing of 
lands, erection of buildings, and im- 
provements of various descriptions, 
progressing with steady pace—The e- 
ducation of their youth is becoming an 
object of desire and attention ; and re- 
ligious instruction and general infor- 
mation is gradually finding its way 
through the community. A number 
of letters written by Cherokee children 
at one of the Missionary schools, were 
shewn us. They were well written ; 
and the vein of piety running through 
them all, is evidence that the highest 
and most important interests of those 
young immortals, are not neglected by 
those to whose care they are entrusted. 


A large proportion of families manu- 


facture woollen and cotton goods for 
domestic use, and also for exchange for 
other articles from abroad ; and the 
wheel and the loom meet your eye in 
almost every house. 
Col. G. had with 


him specimens of their manufactured 
woollen and cotton goods, which were 
really excellent, and will bear compar- 
ison with those of cotton manufactured 
here. 
Our informant states also, that 


their roads are in fine order—that he 
was able to travel with his carriage 
through every part of the Nation. 
He 


also attended the meeting of their Ge- 
neral Council ; and was astonished at 
the order and regularity of their busi- 
ness, and the talent displayed by the 
members. As respects their present 
perilous situation, they are firm, rely- 
ing with confidence upon the upright- 
ness of decision of the Supreme Court 
of the U. States—before which tribunal 
they hope to have the question brought- 


Every thing detailed to us, relative 


to the Cherokees, affords strong evi- 
dence, that the wandeiing Indian has! 
been converted into the industrious 
husbandman; and the tomahawk and 
rifle are exchanging for the plough, the 
hoe, the wheel and the loom; and that 
they are rapidly acquiring domestic 
habits, and attaining a degree of civ- 
ilization that was entirely unexpected, 
from the natural disposition of these 
children of the forest. 


And must they now be driven from 


the land of their fathers into the wilds 
of the far—far West ; the march of 
civilization be impeded—their spirits 
sunk, and energies weakened, from the 
disappointment of their hopes—or re- 
main and be the sport of the -white 
man's tyranny, outlaws in the land of 
their birth ? The latter indignity the 
noble Indian could not brook : the for 
mer injustice and cruelty, rr.ay God 
forbid !

continue to hold the reins of govern- 
ment, and to acquaint him in a precise 
and detailed manner with the true situ 
ation of Greece. 


Immediately after having taken cog- 


nizance of these despatches, Count Ca- 
po d'Istrias made known his resolution 
to send two emissaries to Prince Leo- 
pold, and his choice has fallen on Mes- 
srs. Rizzo, Secretary of the department 
of Foreign Affairs, and Mavrocordato, 
who has fo/ a long time been in dis- 
grace and banished from public affairs 
These two persons, 
we are assured, 


are soon to set out, and are charged 
with placing under the eyes of his 
Highness a faithful and circumstantial 
picture of the present state of Greece. 


As to the President, he makes every 


day new efforts to persuade the Greeks, 
and more especially foreigners, that he 
is enchanted in being able to lay down 
the supreme authority. 
But it is pre- 


tended that he has manifested the reso- 
lution to remain near Prince Leopold, 
only to guide his steps in this country 
where every thing will be new to him 
to inspire him with sentiments favora- 
ble to Greece, to put him in a situation 
to become well acquainted with the na- 
tion he is to govern, .and that he will 
not quit him until he has acquired the 
intimate conviction that he is neither a 
Frenchman, an Englishman, nor even a 
Russian, but that he is a Greek, body 
and soul. 
If these noble dispositions 


could be considered serious, it might be 
supposed that the moment of his fall 
was for the President the moment of re- 
flection, and that it had inspired him 
with sentiments which no one ^had at- 
tributed to him before that period.

will not rebel against their wishes ; but,

I possess to make me happy.
